Poles Wonder 
How Party 
Head Escaped 


Warsaw, Poland, Oct. 29 — (/P)— 
Premier Josef Cyrankiewicz told 
the Polish parliament today that 
frontier guards had prevented .'jn,- 
JOO persons from illegally leaving 
the -country this year but that op- 
position leader Stanislaw Mikola- 
jczyk had managed to fiee. 


Uhe premier said nothing, how- 
ever to clarify how Mikolajczyk, 
the leader of the Polish Peasant 
partv. had made his way out of 
the country or his present where- 
abouts. 
Previously there had been specu- 
lation'in some quarters that Miko- 
lajczyk might have 
been 
appro 


hcndcd while attempting to cross 
the border. The opposition leader, 
who apparently fled Poland in fear 
of his life, had not been definitely 
located since he dropped out of 
sight ten days ago with a party of 
seven friends. There have been Un- 
confirmed reports that he already 
was in Britain, or was on his way 
there via Sweden. 


Cyrankiewicz 
declared 
that 
Mikolajczyk fled after all his hopes 
of "foreign intervention" in Poland 
and vanished. 
Mikolajczyk 
had 
"isolated himself from the Polish 
people," the premier of Poland's 
Soviet-supported government add- 
ed. 


Cyrankiewicz also told 
parlia- 
ment that Mikolajc/yk's exit from 
the Polish political 
scene 
would 
clear the atmosphere and promote 
the efforts of what he described as 
the "democratic parties" in striv- 
ing for peace and prosperity for 
the Polish people.

was headed for a long period of

had gone away. 


Clay Says Germany 
Should Have a 
Government 
Frankfurt, Germany, Oct. 29— 


(tP)—Gen. Lucius D. Clay, declared 
today it was, "absolutely 
essen- 
tial" that as large a part of Ger- 
many as possible be politically as 
well as economically 
integrated 
at an early date. 
"Many millions of people cannot 


be kept without a government of 
their own forever." the U. S. mili- 
tary governor told a news confer- 
ence of German and allied corres- 
pondents 
at U. S. 
Headquarters. 
Although not specifically men- 
tioning the possible creation of a 
Western German state, Clay 
said 


in reply to a question that the pre- 
sent German 
bizonal 
agencies 


could form a basis for a provision- 
al government. 


This was the first time the mili- 
tary governor had hinted that a 
possible political future lay ahead 
for the German agancies. 


Occupation oficials hitherto have 


sressed that the 
function 
of the 
agancies, representing the British 
and American zones'; was solely 
economic.
